ABDUCTION CLUBS. 


Stealing of tlio Kennedy Hclrei.ei 


and lu I'ufortunnto EnUliiB. 
' 
The express object of the abduction 


clubs was the forcible carrying oft of 
rich heiresses, arid their marriage under 
durcsa to husbands chosen from their 
captors. During the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when protracted wars nnd penal 
persecution had impoverished 
many 


old and honored houses, Ireland became 
overrun with the class known, as 
"•qiilrecns"—younger sons or brothers 
of laud-holding gentry, who were for 
the most part very poorly endowed 
with the world's goods, 


In 17T3 two young ladles made their 


appearance upon the Irish'social hori- 
zon who combined in themselves the 
rare attributes of considerable wealth 
and great beauty. TheywercKatherine 
and Anno Kennedy, daughters of a 
County'\Vaterlord squire of large es- 
tate,Mr.Kenncdy,ofRathineathanman- 
or. .A .meeting ot the South Leinstcr 
abduction club was called :nnd lots were' 
drawn for the heiress. The lucky (or, 
as it afterwards proved, hideously un- 
lucky) members were Lieut. James 
Strange, brother to the baron of Dun- 
kltt, and collateral ancestor of the pres- 
ent Lord Bel lew, and Mr. Gerald Byrne, 
cousin of the earl of Ormonde. 


They were both 25 years of nge, and 


neither had laid eyes upon the young 
ladies who had fallen to them by lot. 
. The abduction clubs' had spies in 
every parish; and it was soon, ascer- 
tained that on n certain day the Misses 
Kennedy 
would drive from 
Lord 


Dcsart's country place (where they had 
been slaying) to attend a performance 
lu Kilkenny given by the famous Sam- 
uel Foote. A meeting of the conspir- 
ators was held at Kilkenny, and on the 
appointed day the approaches to the 
theater were guarded by: over 100 gen- 
tlemen, armed with" swords, nnd by 
twice that number of peasants, with 
shillelaghs. 


The fair Kennedys attracted great at- 


tention ns they'sat in a stage box.dur- 
ing Mr. JToote's performance of "The 
Mayor of Gnrratt," and there, for the 
first time; Strange and Byrne savv-theii 
destined heiresses. The result wtis an 
immediate voluntary exchange on the 
part of the young men. Strange, to 
whose lob Katherine Kennedy had fal- 
len, fell In'Iove with Auuentflrstsight; 
ntid Byrne became equally fascinated 
with Kntherinc. In the theater they 
agreed "to "swap sweethearts." 


An the ladies left the theater they 


were escorted by their cousin, Mr. 
Loughti'aii, Sir Charles.Cuffe and Col. 
UelHhnm. They w«rc in the act of step- 
ping into a conch when four gentlemen 
willi vizards-over their faces, attackcc 
them.' Col. llelsluin and Mr. Lough 
nan instantly drew their swords, bu 
Ihe first-named gentleman was strucl 
down with a shillalah, while Mr. Lough 
nan fall pierced through the shouldeiv 
with a rapier. 
• 


Sir Charles Cuffe attempted to seizi 


the girls, but the mob swarmed dowi. 
upon him, and he was finally stunner 
by a blow from the butt end of a pistol 
Then tlio Kennedys were carried rapid- 
ly to the other end of the parade (a 
fashionable street), where two coaches, 
cncli with four horses and postill'ons 
were in waiting. "Crack went the 
whips, round went the wheels." and 
away through the dusk of a summei 
evening went the unfortunate heir- 
esses, one in each coach, and guarded 
ns carefully as though they were des- 
peradoes. 
. 


The first stop was made at Knoena- 


doge, the shooting lodge of ft Mr. B 
, 


Strange's cousin, in the Castlccomer 
hills. Here the young ladies -were nl- 
lowud to alight. Two peasant girls in 
the pay of the abduction club were as- 
signed to them as maids, and during the 
night their own half-brother (who, curi- 
ously, was a member of the club and 
bound by its oaths), introduced Byrne 
and Strange and informed his si«tert 
that they must marry those daring 
swains. 


Katherine Kennedy was of a gentle, 


timorous nature, and soon consented to 
wed Byrne—whom, indeed, she seemed 
to like very much. But Anne Kenneclj 
heldoutresolutcly, and only the threat* 
of being imprisoned In the darksome 
depths of one of the neighboring coal 
mines caused1 her to give way. Event- 
ually ft clergyman, real or mock, made 
his appearance, and the weeping girls 
were forced, at the pistol point, into 
matrimony. 
But in the meantime a courier had 


reached Dublin, and the lord lievitcnant 
was n.oving heaven and earth to cap- 
ture the abductors. A fleet sloop-of- war 
put out of Dublin bay and sped down 
the Irish sea. An unfortunate delay on 
the part of the abductors' skipper gave 
the pursuing Vessel its opportunity, and 
in mldchannel the fishing smack was 
overhauled. Byrne, Strange nnd their 
servants were all captured,, heavily 
roned and taken to Waterford, where 
they were transferred^o Kilkenny jail. 


Katherine Kennedy positively refused 


to'give evidence against Byrne, but the 
other sister, whose aKecions Strange 
.iad not succeeded In gaining, went on 
the witbncss stand and swore her hus- 
band's life away. Both the young men 
were found guilty and sentenced to 
death—the forced marriages being at 
the same time declared null'and void

Britain, being a purchaser of silver, 
would ns naturally like (o have tbe 
price of bullion much less than its 
coinage value. 
Tho two nations are, 


therefore lutoiealod in the enlarged 
use of sliver, but the Interest of tho 
one are diametrically opposed to the 
interests of the other. The Govern- 
ment of Great Britain Is controlled by 
tho bunking or moneyed interests and 
does not want Silver

General Miles, Commanding General

A seasonable and delicious way of 


serving ice-cold raw tomatoes is to re- 
move the inside of the fruit, leaving a 
thick wall. Take out the seeds, and .to 
the pulp add equal parts of dry mustard 
and brown sugar, a little salt, pepper- 
sauce and vic€gar. Stir the mixture 
into a paste and refill the tomato. 


Do not put hot water or any kind of,

Electric LnmpH at a Great Height 


Have Not Proved Sticccuufnl. 


When arc lights were -first introduced 


for street,lighting there was avery.es:- 
aggeratcd idea of thoir lighting power, 
soya the Engineering News. A light of 
1,000-candle power seemed such a pow- 
erful illuminator that the idea was 
very naturally conceived of placing 
lamps on tlii, top of tall towers and 
lighting the whole area of a city. Sev- 
eral municipalities adopted this, tower 
system of lighting, of which the best 
known example is doubtless Detroit. It 
was at once found, '.however,-, .that a 
cluster of arc lamps ISO feet or more 
from the ground might, be mi excellent 
plan for lighting the whole of a large 
area, but was a very poor plan for light- 
ing cit f streets. In the average Ameri- 
can cKy, with long blocks, the streets 
comprise not more than one-third of 
the area. Hence with the tower system 
of lighting 66 per cent, or more of the 
illuminating1 power is wasted in, light- 
ing up house roofs, back yards and va- 
cant lots. 


Nearly every city of which we have 


information that originally adopted the 
tower system of lighting1 has abandoned 
it. It is therefore quite surprising to 
learn that DCS Moines, la., proposes to 
put in a municipal street-lighting plant 
and to use the tower system. ,What con- 
sideration influenced the city authori- 
ties to adopt this system we> do not 
know, but we would strongly urge 
them to investigate the experience of 
Detroit and other cities with the tower 
system of lighting- before they con- 
struct such a plant in their own city.

The pathetic recital of the experience 


of the engineer whose reason was shat- 
tered by his train running over and kill- 
ing.two men, leads thoughtful persons 
to the contemplation o! the exceeding 
frailty of humanity and. the awful 
consequences to the sensitive mind of 
such an accident as thnt which : was 
the, real ';cause of the collision of two 
trains. 


Of a highly nervous temperament,the 


engineer, while he felt himself guiltless 
of murder, was yet so overcome with 
the kno_wlcdige that he had taken two 
lives that he was wholly unbalanced, 
and probably in the most mechanical 
way, with his hand on the lever, sent 
his train along the tracks, completely 
oblivious of the clanger that threatened 
him. The piteous appeal to his fellows, 
asking them if he really was to blame, 
Is one of the most pitiful incidents in 
the affair, 
Experts say that an en- 


gineer can only pass through a given 
amount of strain, and that once having- 
passed this point he is scarcely ac- 
countable for what he may do, says the 
New York Ledger. 


There is a' great difference in people, 


however, ns to tlio effect which such 
calamities have upon them. People of 
stolid and unimprcssiblo temperaments 
may pass through such experiences 
nnd be but slightly overcome by them, 
but it is a-duugerous thing for- the 
sensitive, highly organized mind to be 
placed inBiiPJinp.awful position.
